ORDER GRANTING LIMITED INTERVENOR STATUS 

 

 
 On June 23, 2014 the Presiding Officer, convened an informal conference of counsel representing all 

parties pursuant to RSA 5-B and RSA 421-B:26-a, XIV and XV. Counsel for the potential intervenors was also 

present without objection by any party. At the outset the Presiding Officer polled the parties of record on the 

issue of intervention. Confirming earlier representations by the parties that they were not filing a response to the 

Motion to Intervene and then obtaining representation by the parties that none had an objection to the motion, 

the Presiding Officer then polled the parties and counsel for the potential intervenors and received waivers of 

formal notice of, or requirement for, a hearing on the motion.  

 THEREUPON, the Presiding Officer: 

A. Granted limited intervenor status upon the petitioning political subdivisions, namely: Salem, 

Peterborough, Meredith, Bennington, Plainfield, and Temple; and 

 

B. Limited the participation of the intervenors to address solely the issue of any payment of funds by 

HealthTrust, Inc. to political subdivisions that should result from the reimbursement made to 

HealthTrust, Inc. by Property Liability Trust, Inc. in accordance with the initial Final Order in these 

proceedings dated August 16, 2012.
